MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

Executive Department, 
November 17, 1874. 

Ur. Speaker: 

I am instructed by his Excellency, the Governor, to com¬ 
municate to the House of Renifesentatives a message in 
writing, with its accompanying documents. 

Very respectfully, 

Chas. J. Atkinson, 

Recording Secretary. 

The message is as follows— 

Gentlemen :—No preparation is so fitting for the proper 
discharge of the important duties for which you have assem¬ 
bled in your annual session, as an humble thankfulness to 
God for his kind supervision during the past year. Our 
beloved State has been free from pestilence, floods, and ex¬ 
tensive disaster to labor, and from financial convulsions, 
which threw such a gloom over us twelve months since. And 
it is sincerely hoped that causes are operating which may 
avert calamities which the apprehensions of some deemed im¬ 
minent. 

The operations of the financial department of the State in 
her present crippled condition are So simple, and are so 
clearly shown in the report of the Auditor, and the Treasurer, 
accompanying this message, that a recapitulation of their 
contents is deemed unnecessary by me. It is proper to state, 
however, in this connection, that the amount stated in the 
Treasurer’s report as total receipts for the year is exclusive of 
the amount set apart for common school purposes, which by 
the act approved April 19th, 1673, entitled “an act to keep in 
each county in this State a proportionate share of the public 
school money,” is paid by the Tax Collector to the Treasurer 
of each county respectively, and not passing into the State 
Treasury, does not appear upon the books of that depart¬ 
ment. 
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Daring my administration, the act approved February 25, 
1873, entitled “an act to maintain the credit of Alabama,” 
authorized the issuing and negotiation of one and one-half 
million of bonds of the State, for the liquidation of the ex¬ 
isting indebtedness of the State. The 5th section of this act 
provides “that no bonds other than those therein authorized 
and those yet unsold of the issue of December 15, 1871, 
shall be issued or sold for the liquidation of the present in¬ 
debtedness of the State or for any other purpose, unless or¬ 
dered by subsequent legislation.” 

Mv special message of February 3, 1873, in response to 
which this act was passed, informed the General Assembly, 
that no bonds had been, or would be issued by me under the 
act of the General Assembly approved December 21, 1872, 
entitled “an act to maintain the credit of Alabama,” for 
reasons well known. • 

Of the bonds issued under the act approved 25th Febru¬ 
ary, 1873, one hundred and eighty-five have been sold to pay 
debts, owing by the State on liabilities contracted by my pre¬ 
decessor in office. The State has now bonds of the issues of 
1872 and 1873, to the amount of one million seven hundred 
thousand dollars, in the hands of the following depositaries : 
Henry Clews & Co. of the city of New York, tne sum of six 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars; Gindrat & Bailey, as as¬ 
signees in bankruptcy of the Alabama and Chattanooga 
Railroad, Montgomery, Alabama, the sum of two hundred and 
seventy thousand dollars; New York Guarantee and Indem¬ 
nity Company, New York city, the sum of one hundred and 
thirty thousand dollars;-and in the hands of Josiah Morris, 
Montgomery, Alabama, the sum of six hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars. These bonds are held for money advanced 
or owing by the State of Alabama, to these several deposita¬ 
ries, except the bonds held by Josiah Morris. These last are 
held by him to be delivered to the trustees of the bondholders 
of the Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad on compliance of 
Adna Balch and associates with the terms of a contract en¬ 
tered into by them, with the State of Alabama for the sale 
and purchase of certain rights and property of the State in 
the said railroad. In the event of non-compliance of said 
Balch and associates with the said contracts the trusts on 
which said bonds are held cease, and their custody remitted 
to the State. No bonds have been issued by me under the 
act approved 17th March, 1873, entitled “an act to provide 
for the prompt payment of the sums now authorized by law 
for the support of the indigent and insane of the Alabama 
Insane Hospital, and for the maintenance of the Deaf, Dumb 
and Blind Asylum.”. 
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No arrangements having been completed for the annexa¬ 
tion of West Florida to the State of Alabama, with the assent 
of the State of Florida, under the provisions of an act of the 
General Assembly approved 27th March, 1873, the bonds au¬ 
thorized by that act have not been issued. 

Under the act to authorize the purchase of lands and mules 
for the State of Alabama, to be used in connection with the 
penitentiary, approved the 29th March, 1873, bonds of the 
State to the amount of fifty thousand dollars have been 
issued to Thomas Williams for the purposes contemplated by 
that act in accordance with the terms and peculiar provisions 
of the same. 

Under the act of the General Assembly entitled “an act to 
provide for the funding of the domestic debt of the State, ap¬ 
proved December the 19th, 1873, obligations of the State of 
Alabama to the amount of one million of dollars of the kind 
and denominations authorized by said act have been issued, 
signed and certified into the treasury of the State, on which 
the semi-annual interest has been paid, as provided in 
said act. 

PENITENTIABY. 

The condition of the inmates of the penitentiary, confined 
within the walls, is satisfactory. Every care and comfort are 
extended to them consistent with the security necessary and 
proper in their penal confinement. The reports connected 
with the workings of the institution will be laid before you 
with this message. 

INSANE ASYLUM. 

The Insane Asylum is in unexceptionably good condition. 
It is full of inmates, and more room is needed to meet the 
applications made for admission. 

CUBBENCY. 

Our depreciated currency is a great draw-back to all the 
functions of the State Government. 

The servants of the State are made to bear a loss that is 
onerous to them, while this loss in no respect exonerates the 
treasury. The fluctuations of the currency are not sought 
to be diminished by speculators, as their profits depend on 
the margin of the same. But the worst feature connected 
with this depreciated currency is that as the bulk of the State 
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tax is collected in the same, there is a standing temptation for 
officials who collect and handle the same, to deal illegally or 
wrongfully with it to their profit, and to the diminution of the 
receipt of legal tenders in the treasury, and to speculation on 
the tax-payers. 

How carefully so ever a law maj be guarded, experience 
shows that the purity of the administration of the laws is 
best secured by the most careful avoidance of opportunity 
and temptation to commit wrong. 

UNIVERSITY AT TUSCALOOSA. 

While our public school system does not seem by a full 
efficiency to meet the wants of public instruction, it is grati¬ 
fying to find that the University of Tuscaloosa promises a 
speedy rejuvenation and enlargement of the sphere of benefi¬ 
cent influence. The large increase of pupils on its rolls is 
most gratifying as an indication that it will soon become a 
cherishing mother of classical and scientific learning. It is 
well worth the care of the General Assembly to study how 
its prosperity and efficiency can be augmented. Institutions 
of learning of a high order demand, above all things, sta¬ 
bility, as well as wisdom in their management, and that their 
efficiency within the intended sphere of their operations be 
not cramped by an ill-judged parsimony. 

CODE OF ALABAMA. 

Under the provisions of an act approved 12th of December, 
1873, entitled “an act to codify and revise the statute laws of 
Alabama of a general and public nature,” I appointed Messrs. 
Walter Crenshaw, John T. Minnis and John White, as the 
commissioners to perform the duty. Their work has been 
completed, and I have the honor to lay the same before your 
honorable body, together with their report thereon. The exam¬ 
ination which I have been able to give the same, has not been 
so thorough as I desire. There seems to be a full, careful and 
laborious compliance by the commissioners with the directions 
of the act. I recommend its careful consideration by the 
General Assembly, and the adoption of the same. As the 
statute laws are the subject of changes at each session of the 
Legislature, the question under this act is to obtain a faithful 
copy of the public and general acts in existence, arranged 
and codified in pursuance of the provisions of the act, leav¬ 
ing imperfection in the law for correction by subsequent leg¬ 
islation.

In accordance with the directions of the 8th section of the 
act in question, I recommend that the commissioners be al¬ 
lowed the sum of three thousand dollars each as a compen¬ 
sation for their labor. The depreciated currency in which 
they are paid renders this, in my judgment, a reasonable com¬ 
pensation for the painful and careful labor which none but 
learned lawyers could properly perform. 

I have the honor to submit to you a communication from 
the treasury department of the United States, asking the 
passage of a general law by you, ceding to the United States 
jurisdiction in all cases of sites of light-houses and other 
aids to navigation, built on submerged foundations, and 
where the land under the water is owned by the State, provi¬ 
ding for the cession to the United States of the land also. 
The form of a law, supposed to cover all such cases, accom¬ 
panies the communication. The same is herewith respect¬ 
fully submitted for your consideration and action. 

The present condition of the Alabama and Chattanooga 
Bailroad, is of the greatest importance to the credit of our 
State, as her liability for the endorsed debt of that corpora¬ 
tion is the only obstacle to the resumption of the payment 
of interest on our debt. The liability of the State, as en¬ 
dorser, under the acts of the General Assembly of Alabama, 
for $4,720,000 of the bonds of that corporation, has never 
been questioned by any department of the State. On that 
liability the State paid, during the administration of my im¬ 
mediate predecessor, in interest, the sum of about eight hun¬ 
dred and thirty-four thousand dollars, ($834,000.00) and there 
are now in arrears, the sum of nine hundred and forty-four 
thousand dollars, ($944,000) as interest, and it is believed that 
this is short by one hundred and ten thousand dollars ($110,- 
000.) The State also became responsible for the sum of three 
hundred and twelve thousand dollars, ($312,000) as purchase 
money, bid by Governor Lindsay at bankrupt sale, and has 
paid large sums as fees to attorneys. One hundred and forty 
thousand dollars have been paid to the employees of the 
road under the receivership of the State, when first seized by 
Governor Lindsay. Besides, there are quite a number of 
suits now pending against the State for damages to person 
and property happening during the holding of the road by 
that receiver. 

On the 30th day of May, 1872, the trustees of the holders 
of the first mortgage bonds filed their bills on the chancery 
side of the circuit court of the United States held in Mobile, 
representing and being the only parties who can in a court

of chancery represent the said bondholders, on which said 
court by decree authorized receivers therein appointed to is¬ 
sue certificates to the amount of one million two hundred 
thousand dollars, to be used in repairing and equipping said 
railroad in order to prevent its deterioration and ultimate 
total loss, which said certificates by said decree are declared 
to be a prior lien to the first mortgage bonds endorsed by the 
State. It does not yet appear what amount of said certificates 
have been used by said receivers; but it is well known that 
the condition of said road was not thereby improved. 

B y a decree of August 24,1874, in the same court, the said 
road wus placed in the hands of the trustees of the holders of 
the first mortgage bonds of said road, who now control and 
manage the same under the said decree. 

The South & North Alabama Railroad has complied with 
the act of the General Assembly approved April ‘21st, 1873, 
and has surrendered her endorsed bonds to the amount of 
t hree million six hundred and thirty-five thousand dollars 
($3,(i35,000),and received from the State bonds to the amount 
of three hundred and forty-one thousand dollars ($341,000), 
under said act of the legislature. 

The Savannah &. Memphis Railroad has made no default in 
payment of her interest, and has completed twenty miles of 
additional road, for the examination of which commissioners 
have been appointed, but have not yet reported. 

The other railroads for which the State has endorsed bonds 
are in default in the payment of interest on their bonds, and 
those which are incomplete are doing nothing in the construc¬ 
tion of their roads. 

It is to be hoped that the impatience and restiveness of 
many of our people, under the operation of reconstruction, 
will abate into patriotic submission to law. It is believed 
that this reluctant recognition of the national authority does 
not penetrate the hearts of the masses. They naturally desire 
peace and quiet that they may reap the fruition of labor and 
thrift, in the education and comfort of their families. This 
disaffection is cherished and pronounced by a class of politi¬ 
cal speculators, who imagine that profit may be developed 
from alarm and chaos. The good sense and benevolent cour¬ 
age of the masses of the people, in demanding a cessation of 
these alarms, which are as unprofitable as they are unpatriotic, 
constitute the only remedy for this chronic evil. 

A calm retrospect of the acts of the political leaders of the 
State rights party in the South for the last fourteen years, 
show that they have only brought disappointment to their 
adherents and disaster on the whole country; and every effort 
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to build up what they term the rights of the State, has only 
consolidated and crystalized the national authority. 

The war which they inaugurated, because of embarrass¬ 
ments to the asserted right of carrying slavery into the terri¬ 
tories, caused, in the order of Providence, its destruction in 
the States. Their persistent refusal to accept the results of 
the appeal to arms, manifested in their repugnance to the 
amendments of the Constitution of the United States, seriatim ; 
the unjust and ill-jndged legislation of several of the States 
regulating labor-contracts and vagrancy; and the associations! 
hostility to the rights of citizens, have all resulted in the ex¬ 
ercise of national authority, both legislative and judicial, 
which the situation naturally suggested as essential to vindi¬ 
cate the paramount law of the land. While we may naturally 
regret that these issues, with their attendant disasters, were 
thrust upon this generation, we yet have just reason to rejoice 
that the national authority has been vindicated, and that our 
country is exempt from the tedious career of chaos and car¬ 
nage which the strifes of Lacedtemon and Attica, in Greece, 
aud the civil strifes of states in other confederacies, exhibit 
in struggles for the mastery of power. While the full estab¬ 
lishment of the national authority places us above all fear 
from foreign hostility, it is at the same time the palladium of 
the liberty and rights of the citizen. 

In conclusion, I beg to assure the General Assembly of my 
sincere desire that wisdom, patriotism and moderation may 
characterize their deliberations, and that the State may be 
crowned with the highest prosperity.

rolled and sworn in as Representatives from the said county 
of Barbour, and are now in the enjoyment of and are exercis¬ 
ing the functions of the office aforesaid to the wrong and in¬ 
jury of your petitioners, and in consequence of the wrongful 
and illegal issuance of the certificates of election, as afore¬ 
said, 

Wherefore they pray such action, by your Honorable body 
as may be legal and just to the parties.

We, the undersigned, members of the House of Represent¬ 
atives of the State of Alabama, hereby protest against the 
ruling of the temporary chairman, (Mr. Clements of Tusca¬ 
loosa,) in holding that a vote of a bare majority, to sustain 
the previous question, cuts off all debate. To sustain his 
position, Mr. Clements declared that the “rule of four-fifths 
had not been adopted by this House.” 

The undersigned make this protest for the reason, that the 
constitution of the State of Alabama, article 4, section 15, 
which reads as follows: 

“ Sec. 15. Bills may originate in either House—-and be 
amended, altered, or rejected by the other—but no bill shall 
have the force of law until on three several days it be read 
in each House, and free discussion be allowed thereon, unless 
in case of urgency four-fifths of the House in which the bill 
shall be pending may deem it expedient to dispense with this 
rule.” 

Makes the four-fifths rule imperative, without leaving it to 
the discretion of a mere majority. 

We further hold, that it being a constitutional rule, this 
House can not change it, except by changing the constitution. 
Any other way is revolution. 

We further protest against the ruling of the temporary 
chairman, that a motion to adjourn was not in order ; for 
according to Jefferson’s Manual, that highest democratic and 
parliamentary authority or common law, a motion to adjourn 
is always in order.

Mr. Smith of Bullock moved as a substitute: That when 
this House adjourns, it adjourns to 10 o’clock Friday. 

The substitute was laid on the table. 

Mr. Coon’s motion was adopted. 

The House then proceeded in a body to the front of the 
capitol. 

Whereupon the Governor elect, the Hon. George S. Hous¬ 
ton, in the presence of the two Houses and an immense con¬ 
course of people, delivered the following inaugural address : 

Fdlow Citizens: 

In obedience to a long established custom, I appear before 
you to-day to take, in your presence, the official oath pre¬ 
scribed by the Constitution of the State of Alabama for her 
chief executive officer, and to assume the high and responsi¬ 
ble duties of the exalted station, to which I have been called 
by the voice of her people. 

Notwithstanding the years of experience in the public 
service, through which it has been my fortune to pass, I am 
free to confess more than mere distrust of my own ability, to 
discharge the many grave and responsible duties of the office 
into which I am now to be indpcted. But with a firm deter¬ 
mination to respect and maintain my oath of office, which 
shall be a seal to my conscience, I unhesitatingly undertake 
to perform such duties as it imposes, and I will regard it as 
one of my highest and most sacred obligations to see that 
the laws ‘are faithfully executed” and the rights of all citi¬ 
zens, “without regard to race, color, or previous condition ”. 
duly guarded and protected. 

Let this occasion inspire the conviction that we live in a 
land of liberty, regulated by law, without which the citizen 
would have no security against domestic discord or violence ; 
and that our duty to preserve such laws, in their constitu¬ 
tional purity and power, should not and cannot be avoided. 

We have just passed through an active and intensely earn¬ 
est political contest; and while it is both an honor and a pleas¬ 
ure to me to congratulate you and the country upon the 
gloriouB and decisive victory achieved by the good and true 
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people of this once more prond and nobleState, yet in onr 
congratulations and rejoicing wo should be controlled by a 
wise and patriotic sense of duty, both to the'country at large 
and our own immediate fellow citizens. 

Let us dismiss from our thoughts and forget whatever acri¬ 
monies there may have been engendered by the severe con¬ 
flict in which we have been so receutly engaged, and draw 
from it only lessons of moderation and wisdom, which shall 
be exercised for the improvement of the present and for our 
guidance in the future. We should understand our victory, 
and so employ it as to profit by its results. Our rejoicing 
should not be alone because of a triumph over a defeated 
adversary, but also because of the success of those great 
principles which we believe essential to the successful admin¬ 
istration of good government; and in the day of our glad¬ 
ness we must not forget our obligations and responsibilities 
to the State, imposed upon us by our success. 

Alabama is embarrassed—her indebtedness is great, and 
her people are impoverished. Time will be necessary to cor¬ 
rect errors of the past and establish confidence in the future. 
We must restore the credit of the State*to its former high 
and honorable position—preserve inviolate her good faith, 
and at the same time protect her people against excessive, 
unjust and improper taxation. Wise legislation is required 
to accomplish these ends. 

The expenses of the administration of our state Govern¬ 
ment should be reduced in such mode and to such extent as 
the wisdom of the legislators, in view of proper economy, 
may suggest. We will not have discharged the high trust 
committed to us by the people, if we fail to abolish every un¬ 
necessary office and prevent every unnecessary expense. 

All the departments of the State Government are now to 
be placed in our hands, and it is eminently our duty to cor¬ 
rect abuses, and introduce those necessary reforms, which, 
while they will give greater efficiency to the administration 
of the State Government, will at the same time curtail its 
expenses. 

To you, Senators, and gentlemen of the House of Kepre- 
sentatives, the country will rightfully look, and I trust notiti 
vain, for that just and wise legislation without which the 
great interests of the State and her people will languish and 
become paralyzed. Such laws faithfully and properly en¬ 
forced command the respect and confidence of the people, 
and give assurance that security and protection are to be 
afforded to all classes of our citizens. 

In the attainment of these desirable ends I will regard it 
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as my duty, as it will be my pleasure, cordially to co-operate 
with the legislative department of the State Government. 
In our complex system of Government, Federal and State, it 
sometimes occurs that powers not granted by the Constitu¬ 
tion are claimed and exercised. Now, while it is not my pur¬ 
pose on this occasion to discuss questions of Federal policy 
or authority, yet as powers destructive of the liberties of 
the people, have been claimed, and exercised by the use of 
the bayonet in a time of profound peace, I trust I may express 
the confident hope that, as one of the fruits of the recent 
political revolution, our State has escaped the dangers that 
seemed to threaten her existence as a State of our common 
Union. We may certaiuly hope that by a proper and just 
administration of her State Government, avoiding on our 
part any claims of power to which we are not clearly enti¬ 
tled, thus giving no pretence for such dangerous usurpations, 
Alabama may not in the future have cause of apprehension, 
or grounds of complaint in this regard. 

The preservation of the just rights of the States, as well 
as those of the Federal Government, is, in my judgment, es¬ 
sential to the maintenance of our Republican system of Con¬ 
stitutional Government; and every departure from these 
principles, established by our fathers, weakens the faith of 
the patriot and excites the fears of every friend of American 
freedom. 

Alabama is destined, at a day not distant in the future, to 
become one of the most prosperous and wealthy States of 
the grand sisterhood. She has unbounded millions of wealth 
embedded in her mountains and her valleys, as well as in her 
agricultural fields of unsurpassed fertility, producing every 
. variety of crop known to this latitude. The commercial, me¬ 
chanical and other interests of her citizens, will, it is hoped, 
speedily emerge from the depression that has for a time re¬ 
tarded their prosperity. . 

Manufactories of all kinds are gradually building up m all 
parts of the State, which, turning to account this mineral 
wealth and increasing the value of our agricultural produc¬ 
tions, must rapidly advance the State of Alabama to that 
high rank among the States to which her vast uaturul advan¬ 
tages entitle her. . 

Immigration and capital are necessary aids in the develop¬ 
ment of these different interests. These aids may be invited 
and encouraged by such prudent and wise legislation as will 
give just assurance that they will be properly respected and 
rightfully guarded. 

The diffusion of knowledge amongst the people promotes 
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their prosperity and happiness, as well as the success of the 
Government. The more universal and thorough their educa¬ 
tion the wiser and more permanent will be the Government. 
We should therefore give such encouragement to the educa¬ 
tion of the children of our State as may be consistent with 
her other duties and obligations. 

Governments are made by the people to secure their hap¬ 
piness and to protect their rights, and it is the duty of those 
who may be selected to administer them, to do so with refer¬ 
ence to the attainment of these ends. So far aB it may be 
in my power, as the Governor of the State of Alabama, I 
shall regard it as a saored duty, unceasingly, to use all proper 
means for the accomplishment of these grand purposes. 

“With malice towards none, and charity for all,” the citi¬ 
zens of Alabama truly desire peace and a perfect, restoration 
of fraternal relations between all sections of our common 
country. They are loyal to the Government of the United 
States, and will readily yield a cheerful obedience to its 
authority and laws; they only ask to be permitted, under the 
Constitution and laws of the country, to exercise, secure from 
unwarrantable interference, the right of governing themselves 
at home by a just and wisely exercised right of local self- 
government. 

Fellow-citizens, I have thus briefly and imperfectly indica¬ 
ted the line of policy which I, as the chief executive officer 
of the State, will feel it my duty to pursue in the administra¬ 
tion of the State Government. 

It only remain§ for me to reassure you of my unalterable 
purpose, firmly and faithfully to discharge my duty towards 
all the people of 'the State; invoking in this behalf the aid 
of an All-Wise and kind Providence. 

The oath of office wa's then administered by the Chief Jus¬ 
tice, Hon. R. C. Brickell, of the Supreme Court of Alabama. 

The House then adjourned until to-morrow morning, 10 
o’clock.

Executive Department, 
Montgomery, Dec. 9, 1874. 

Oentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives : 

Since entering upon the discharge of the duties of the 
office of Governor, I find the complications connected with 
the Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad and its company so 
numerous and extensive, that a fear may be entertained that 
the important interest of the State, arising out of its endorse¬ 
ment of the bonds of the company for the construction of that 
road, may be seriously endangered. I regard it of the highest 



importance to the State that it shall not in any wise become 
a party to any of the suits pending in the Federal courts 
touching the interest of that road. Nor should the State sub¬ 
mit its interests, or rights secured by statute, to the jurisdic¬ 
tion of these courts; or do any act tending to defeat or im¬ 
pair its statutory lien. With the view that the true condition 
of the road and the State’s interest therein may be ascertained 
and the future policy of the State, for the protection of its 
interests, in this regard, be determined, I invite your early 
attention to the subject, assuring you of my purpose to co¬ 
operate with you in yonr efforts to protect the rights of the 
State.

MINORITY REPORT. 


Mr. Speaker: 

The undersigned respectfully submit the following as a 
minority report of the judiciary committee of the House of 
Representatives of Alabama, on the “ bill to be entitled an act 
to abolish the criminal court for Dallas county,” which was 
referred to said committee on a former day of the present 
session. 

After careful investigation and proper consideration of the 
subject referred, the undersigned find that the continued exist¬ 
ence of the oriminal court of Dallas county is to the interest 
of, if not a necessity, to the people of the county. 

At the 1869-70 session of the Legislature, an act was passed 
abolishing the city court of Selma, in Dallas county, and 
transferring all causes therein pending at the time, to the cir¬ 
cuit court of Dallas county. A few weeks after the passage of 
this act the people of Dallas county petitioned the legislature, 
en manse, to establish another court in the countV of circuit 
court jurisdiction. In support of the prayer thereof, the peti¬ 
tion set forth, among numerous other plausible reasons for the 
establishment of the desired court, that it was impossible for 
the legal business of the county to be transacted without an¬ 
other court in the county of circuit court jurisdiction. 

In obedience to the prayer of this petition, the legislature, 
at tne same session at which the city court of Selma was 
abolished, and within less than four months after the abolition 
of said city court, passed the act approved March 2*2,1870, to 
establish the criminal court of Dallas county, mentioned iu 
the bill under consideration. As the criminal court holds fif¬ 
teen terms a year, it affords the means of giving speedy trials 
to criminals, much to the benefit of both people and criminals, 
as it lessens the onerous pecuniary burden of the former, who 
have to pay for feeding prisoners, and alleviates or shortens 
the physical or moral sufferingof the latter. We areinformed 
that as a general thing a large number of cases have been 
disposed of at each of the fifteen terms a year held by the 
court; from which it appears this court has been serviceable, 
if nothing more. The last grand jury of Dallas county found 
over one hundred and fifty bills of indictment for offenses 
committed within the county, which we think is sufficient, 
when taken in connection with the clogged condition of the 
docket of the circuit court of Dallas county, to show that 
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another court, with circuit court jurisdiction, is needed in the 
county. The county of Dallas has a population of over 
40,000, and in our opinion, the circuit court of Dallas county 
alone, on the docket of which there are now over 8l0 cases 
undisposed of, cannot possibp) do the present legal business of 
this population with any thing like proper dispatch, And 
much less, would it be able to do it with the ckses now pend¬ 
ing in the criminal court superadded to its already over-bur¬ 
dened dockets. 

The best data in our possession, in regard to the financial 
status of the criminal court, show the remarkable fact that 
the funds arising from fines of the court come within a few 
dollars of balancing its expenses since its establishment. 

There were numerously signed petitions, both for and 
against the existence of the criminal cohrt before the com¬ 
mittee, as well as apparently interested parties; and upon 
the evidence and information adduced, we are forced to the 
conclusion that if the criminal court be abolished, this Legis- 
i^ U n re ™ Wi11 but repeat the absurdity of the Legislature of 
1869-70, and abolish a court to satisfy the fancy or caprice of 
a few persons who are prejudiced against the judge of the 
court, and > establish it over again at the solicitation of the 
people of the county who need it and can not do without it 
As the constitution of this State has prescribed an adequate 
and effectual remedy for the relief of such as may suffer be¬ 
cause of the incompetency of the judge of the criminal court, 
by authorizing his impeachment and removal, or, removal on 
the uddress of the two houses of the General Assembly from 
oihce, we deem it unnecessary to say that this question could 
not, with propriety, be considered by us, or by this House 
even if there was cause for treating it. 

In conclusion the undersigned, of your committee, respect¬ 
fully submit that the bill to abolish the criminal court of Dal¬ 
las county ought not to be passed by this House, and there¬ 
fore report adversely to the passage of the same.

Journal of yesterday read and approved. 

Leave of absence was granted Messrs. Greene of Lee, 
Rabby and Espy, until Monday. 

Ry leave, Mr. Greene of Jefferson introduced a bill— 

H. B. 464. To amend section one of an act entitled an act 
to amend section one of the charter of the Elyton Land Com¬ 
pany, in Jefferson county, Alabapia, incorporated under the 
general laws of the State; 

Which was read twice, under a suspension of the consti¬ 
tutional rule, and referred to the committee on corpora¬ 
tions. 

Mr. Grant presented the petition of Jacob Pepperman, 
addressed to the members of the House of Representatives, 
charging that W. D. Gaskin, a member of the House from the 
county of Lowndes, did attempt to blackmail the petitioner 
in this, that there was a certain bill pending in the House en¬ 
titled an act to consolidate the offices of sheriff and tax as¬ 
sessor of Hale county, and that the said Gaskin did offer an 
amendment to said bill to include the county of Lowndes, 
and charges that the action of said Gaskin was based upon 
an attempt to compel the payment of money from the peti¬ 
tioner, and the proposition was sent petitioner to the effect 
that if a certaiu amount was paid in cash, and an order on 
the tax collector of Lowndes county for the balance claimed, 
that in that event said member, W. D. Gaskin, would with¬ 
draw said amendment to the bill. 

And, in connection with the petition, offered the following 
resolution: 

Whereas, certain charges herewith submitted, have been 
preferred against W. D. Gaskin, sitting member from Lowndes 
county, by Jacob Pepperman, of said county, charging said 
W. D. Gaskin with a violation of law and a prostitution of his 
office as a representative—and whereas the purity and integ¬ 
rity of legislative bodies can only be maintained by a strict 
adherence to law by its members— 

Therefore, be it resolved, That the Speaker be and he is 
hereby instructed and empowered, without delay, to appoint 
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a committee of five members of this House to inquire into 
all the facts growing out of the petition of J. Pepperman, 
charging W. D. Gaskin, member from Lowndes county, with 
a violation of law and conduct prejudicial to the dignity of the 
body of which he is a member. 

Resolved further, That said committee shall have full power 
to send for persons and papers, and compel the attendance of 
witnesses, and report the result of the investigation at the 
earliest practicable moment. 

Mr. Coon offered the following as a substitute for the reso¬ 
lutions offered by Mr. Grant: 

Whereas, the following communication has been published 
in this morning’s Advertiser, over the signature of J. Pepper- 
man, which reads as follows: 

To the House of Representatives: 

On the 16th of Januarv,. William Gaskin, a colored repre¬ 
sentative in the legislature from Lowndes county, offered an 
amendment to a bill to consolidate the offices of sheriff and 
tax assessor of Hale county, whereby it was proposed to in¬ 
clude the county of Lowndes in said bill. I have good reason 
to believe that Gaskin did this by way of retaliation. Some 
time since I refused to employ him as my assistant. He 
knows as well as 1 do that the people of Lowndes do not de¬ 
sire the consolidation of these offices, and as he must have 
had some motive I am at a loss to imagine any other than 
revenge. Yesterday, for instance, he sent me a message by 
a gentleman that he would withdraw the amendment if I 
would pay one hundred and twenty-five dollars! And if so, 
how can it benefit the people of Lowndes for him to receive 
and use the money? Perhaps Gaskin, who thinks that one 
hundred and twenty-five dollars will check the progress of this 
bill (which is now before the committee on ways and means,) 
rates the members by his own standard. He thinks, perhaps, 
that they can be bought as cheaply as he. If so, he will find 
himself wofully mistaken, for all the money in Alabama can 
not corrupt them. If the “ honorable gentleman ” (?) desires 
to raise a question of privilege on this subject, I am ready to 
go before a committee of investigation.

And whereas, The charges set forth in said communication 
are of such a grave character as to seem to demand imme¬ 
diate investigation and action on the part of the House ; there¬ 
fore, be it 
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Resolved, That the charges and accusations set forth in the 
communication be referred to a special committee of fire, to 
be appointed by the Speaker of the House. 

Resolved, That said committee be empowered to send for 
persons and papers and report the result of their investigation 
at an early day. 

The substitute was not adopted. 

And the resolutions offered hy Mr. Grant were adopted by 
a unanimous vote of the House.

REPORT FROM SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Fielder made the following report: 

REPORT* 

The special joint committee, raised by a resolution of both 
Houses of the General Assembly, to investigate the condition 
of the Penitentiary an$l State Agricultural Farm, and report 
the same, have discharged that duty and ask leave to make i 

the following report: 

The committee proceeded to the prison at Wetumpka, and 
upon examination found the buildings and cells in good order, 
except in the main building they found the roof rotten and’ 
leaking, and the plastering in some places had fallen off. The 
building in the prison yard used for shops, such as saddlery, 
clothing and painting, was in a dilapidated condition, but by 
prous in the lower story it is made safe for the convicts to 
work iu. The building known as the hospital we found had 
been repaired and was in good order. The repairs on the 
building render it as comfortable as is necessary for the com¬ 
fort of the sick. The building erected in 1852 for machinery, 
we found had been burned down—reported to have been done 
in November last—and the machinery, except the boiler, en¬ 
gine and turning lathe* was not materially injured by the fire. 

The remainder of the machinery we found piled up as so 
much refused iron. 

In our examination into the condition of the convicts within 
the walls of the prison, we take pleasnre in stating that they 
were properly clothed and apparently well cared for. We 
learn from the Warden that the conduct of the convicts is 
good. In fact, we learn there has been but few instances in 
the past twelve months where it became necessary for the offi¬ 
cers of the prison to inflict the usual prison, punishment. In 
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regard to the treatment and management of the convicts 
within the walls, we can not refrain from expressing our en¬ 
tire approbation of the Warden for the apparent snccess in 
this particular. The health of the convicts is good. None in 
the hospital. The premises within and around the prison 
walls were clean and in good order. 

We examined the books and found them neatly kept, yet 
there was a lack of full information as to many of the entries, 
as to require personal explanation to understand them prop¬ 
erly. During the term of Dr. M. G. Moore, as warden, we 
found he had expended the amount of $11,302.61. We find 
vouchers only for the sum of $4,745.92,* leaving the sum of 
$6,556.69 for which we find no vouchers. 

During the administration of Larkin Willis, as warden, we 
found he had .expended the sum of $30,194.52. We only 
found vouchers for $7,858.47—leaving the sum of $22,236.05 
for which we found no vouchers. 

The committee then proceeded to the penitentiary farm. 
This farm is situated about six miles south of the peniten¬ 
tiary, on the Tallapoosa river. It contains about 1,800 acres 
of land, 900 of which is in cultivation. A large portion of 
the land in cultivation is subject to inundation by the overflow 
of the river. The extraordinary rise in the river, and the un¬ 
precedented rains of last spring and summer, were the prin¬ 
cipal causes of the failure in the crops last year. A large por¬ 
tion of the land is very fertile, and with an average favorable 
season will produce remunerative crops. The committee is of 
the opinion that, with good management and favorable sea¬ 
sons, it could be made to pay a large proportion of the ex¬ 
penses of the penitentiary. There has been considerable im¬ 
provement on the farm since the purchase by the State, 
in the way of clearing land—say 100 acres of swamp land— 
building barns to house the crops, and quarters for the con¬ 
victs who work on the farm. The horses, mules and stock of 
all kinds, together with the wagons and farming tools, were 
all in good order. From the tabular statement herewith an¬ 
nexed, it will be found there is corn and roughage enough on 
the farm to run it another year—that the farm produced du¬ 
ring the year 187o, 22.J bales of cotton, corn and fodder 
nearly enough to feed the stock; and that, during the year 
1874, there was produced 43 bales of cotton, about 10,000 
bushels of corn and 20,000 pounds of fodder, and several 
thousand pumpkins—but these we found were rotting very 
fast, owing to the want of sbelterage for their protection. 

•Since this report was written, the committee hare been furnished by Dr. 
M. G. Moore additional vouchers, to the amount of $6,239 74. 

W. H. Edwabds, Chm'n. 
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The committee is of the opinion that the present overseer 
or superintendent on the farm is an experienced farmer, and 
well qualified to fill the position he occupies. 

The committee would further report, that the convicts on 
the farm are properly clothed, well fed and in good health. 
None reported on the sick list. 

The committee was informed by the superintendent of the 
farm, that the convicts had so demeaned themselves that very 
little punishment had been inflicted upon any of them during 
the past year. We noticed that after the crops were laid by, 
the convicts were employed in cutting out and grading a new 
ferry-road, but the earnings being after the 1st of October, do 
not appear in this report. The amount of earnings was sup¬ 
posed to be over $300. 

As the resolution confined the committee to the investiga¬ 
tion of the penitentiary and State agricultural farm, they did 
not feel authorized to visit the different places where the con¬ 
victs were hired out, therefore we are unable to make any re¬ 
port of the same. 

The committee ask leave to submit the following exhibits of 
accounts, viz: statement of moneys received and disbursed 
by Dr. M. G. Moore, warden, from June 5th, 1872, to March 
1st, 1873, showing a balance due him of $519.70. In this ac¬ 
count it will be noticed that the whole amount earned by the 
convicts for labor amounted to $11,150, which is charged; 
while the amount of $8,924.71 is credited as due by the sev¬ 
eral parties as mentioned in exhibits hereto attached for labor 
done. Of this, the item of $1,419.31 has since been settled, 
during the administration of Larkin Willis, as warden, by 
paying Thomas Williams’ claim tor feeding and guarding con¬ 
victs from 1st January, 1873, to 1st of April, 1873, (the date 
of farm purchase,) and for sundry farming implements. The 
account is charged with the sum of $33.98, (which amount is 
due and unpaid,) to J. A. Thomas for wood, as the amount 
for wood has already been entered to his credit in the item of 
expenses. The items credited in this account are as follows : 
For commissions, $1,000; attorney’s fees, $500; taking in¬ 
ventory, $500; total, $2,000. These items we find are in his 
account on file in the Auditor’s office, and approved by the 
Governor. The claim of $7,458, due by Kueker and asso¬ 
ciates, for labor of convicts, has been placed in the hands of 
attorneys by Dr. M. G. Moore for collection, and from his 
testimony we find there is but little prospect of the State ever 
realizing any thing. 

Also, a statement of moneys received and disbursed by 
Larkin Willis, as warden, from March 1st, i.873, to October 
1st, 1874, showing balance due by him to the State of $20.88. 
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In this account it will also be noticed that the sum of $15,- 
171.49 is charged for labor done, while the account is credited 
with $9,598.03, the amount for labor due and unpaid. Of this 
amount the sum of $1,373.44 due by Dr. M. G. Moore, is to 
be paid in lumber, that being the agreement at the time of 
hiring the convicts. The sum due by Rucker and associates, 
$1,291.70, is still unpaid, and also in the hands of attonieys 
for collection. The sum of $3,120, due by Thomas Williams, 
has been paid by surrender of coupons past due on the peni¬ 
tentiary bonds. The act authorizing the issue of these bonds 
only contemplates the principle and interest to be paid out of 
the profits of th© farm, and as by th© statement herewith sub- 
mitted the farm has not made any profit, your committee 
therefore has not allowed the same in the report. Since 
the 1st of October, we learn from Larkin Willis, the warden, 
that about $3,500 of the remaining claim has been settled, 
leaving an amount of about $5,001), which your committee 
consider as bad, if not uncollectable, lhere is charged the 
sum of $10,505 05, being the amount due sdudry parties 
for purchases made on account of the penitentiary and farm. 
This amount, the State being responsible for its payment, we 
hav© charged to Larkin Willis in th© account, as his account 
has credit for the total purchases made. 

Also, statement of the operations of the penitentiary from 
June 5th, 1872, to March 1st, 1873, under the management of 
Dr. M. G. Moore, as warden, showing a loss of $5,733 83. It 
will be noticed in this, that the unpaid claims for labor are 
charged back, so as to represent the actual amount collected. 

Also, statement of the operations of the peniteutiaiy from 
March lst,l»73, toeOctober 1st, 1874, under the management 
of Larkin Willis, as warden, showing a loss of $22,239 31. At 
will again be noticed that there is charged back the sum of 
$9,598 03, for labor done and uupaid, so that the account will 
only represent the moneys actually received. It will, how¬ 
ever, be remembered that about $3,5UO T of this amount has 
been reported to us as since collected. . 

Also statement of the operations of the penitentiary farm 
from 1st of April, 1873, to October 1st, 1874, under the man¬ 
agement of Larkin Willis, as warden, showing a loss of 
$5 222 57. In this statement there has been credited the 
value of cotton, corn and shucks, sold since the 1st of Octo¬ 
ber last, and the value of property on hand, independent of 
the property embraced in the original purchase from 1 homas 

W Al8oTthe value of the stock of corn, fodder and hogs on the 
farm, which are necessary to carry on the farm for the next 
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year. This we deem proper in order to show the correct posi¬ 
tion of this account. 

We also present a list of the names of officers, their grade, 
term of service and rates of pay, and the amount paid each 
from June 5th, 1872, to October 1st, 1874. In this it will be 
noticed that the following Darned officers received, by some 
clerical error, pay for a portion of the time twice, viz: 

J. B. Drake, as guard from Oct. 1 to Nov. 1, 1873, $25 00 


C. Elmore, guard for the same time . 25 00 

E. S. Carter, guard from July 1 to Aug. 1, 1874, 25 00 

E. MasoD, phy^fcian, from March 1 to April 1,1873, 4 j 66 

and that R. C. Clark drew pay as clerk from March 1 

to April 1, 1873,. 66 66 


when Dr. M. G. Moore drew the same amount as clerk for the 
same time. 

Also, a recapitulation of all the above accounts, showing the 
amount the State has expended since the 1st of June, 1872, 
on account of the penitentiary—the amount of debts due by 
the State, less the value of farm products sold since the first 
of October last. The amount of a claim against former les¬ 
see, collected and used in paying the expenses of the peniten¬ 
tiary since the 5th of June, 1872. Also, the loss in value of 
stock, of materials, tools, <fcc. Thus showing an outlay of 
$44,262 31, and then a statement of when and how expended. 

We herewith submit a tabular statement of the operations 
of the penitentiary and State farm, showing the average num¬ 
ber of convicts in prison during each term. The number in 
the penitentiary and the number on the farm—the average 
expenses and average earnings of each convict, and then the 
result as to each convict on the farm and in the penitentiary 
combined. 

The committee find that during Governor R. B. Lindsay’s 
administration, the lease of Smith and McMillan having term¬ 
inated, he appointed Dr. M. G. Moore as warden, and by di¬ 
rection of the Governor the warden hired about one hundred 
of the convicts to Messrs. Rucker and associates, who were rail¬ 
road contractors. On the assembling of the General Assem¬ 
bly in November, 1872, the Senate tailed to confirm the ap¬ 
pointment of Dr. M. G. Moore as warden. 

Governor D. P. Lewis appointed Larkin Willis as warden 
in March, 1873. Messrs. Rucker and associates having failed 
to pay any money for the hire of the convicts, they were taken 
away and placed in the penitentiary, there being about twenty- 
five or thirty left, and none of them in good health. After 
their health was sufficiently restored, they were hired out to 
other parties. At this time it was difficult to hire them, as 
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the railroad interest in projecting lines was perfectly prostrated, 
owing to the stringency of the money markets. It was thus 
difficult, and at times impossible, to keep all the convicts em¬ 
ployed, tbns entailing a heavy expense npon the State. To 
save expense, several modes of hiring were attempted, viz: 
Contractors to pay 30 cents a day, furnish guards, provisions, 
clothing and medicine : then to pay 75 cents a day and the 
State to furnish guards, provisions, clothing and medicine, 
until about the 1st of October last, the following arrangement 
was adopted by the warden, as the best for the State, viz: 
Contractors to pay $5 per month, and furnish guards, provi¬ 
sions, clothing and medicine; the State only to furnish one 
superintendent, where 30 or more were hired, to keep a gen¬ 
eral supervision over the health and comfort of the convicts, 
and he only to inflict punishment when he deemed it neces¬ 
sary. Owing to the almost entire failure of the crops in 1873, 
and the partial failure in the year 1874, the farming opera¬ 
tions show a heavy loss of $5,222 57. Under all these disad¬ 
vantages the penitentiary and farm show a loss of $33,187 31, 
less amount of labor claims reported as settled since Octo¬ 
ber 1st, about $3,500; net actual loss $29,687 31. The com¬ 
mittee is of the opinion that it is not probable that the peni¬ 
tentiary and farm can be made self-sustaining under the ex¬ 
isting mode of hiring the convicts. 

Your committee respectfully call attention to the evidence 
herewith submitted, in which it will be found that while R. C. 
Clark was deputy warden of the penitentiary, he was absent 
at the General Assembly of Alabama, and occupied the posi¬ 
tion of door-keeper of the House, and afterwards of the Sen¬ 
ate, which necessitated the warden to employ Mr. A. Nummy, 
at a salary of $750 per annum, to take charge of the prison 
during the absence of the warden and deputy warden, and 
from the books in the Auditor’s office to that date, to-wit: 
from June 6, 1872, to April 1, 1873. we find he drew pay as 
deputy warden, at the rate of $1,000 per annum, and as clerk 
for the same time, at the rate of $800 per annum ; that the 
wardeu did not appoint him as clerk, nor approve either of his 
accounts that were allowed by the Auditor of the State. 

That from November 17,1872, to April 23, 1873, except 
during the recess of the General Assembly, we find he drew 
pay as door-keeper of the House, and after that as door¬ 
keeper of the Senate. Upon examination of the vouchers 
allowed by the Auditor, copies of which are herewith attached, 
it will be noticed that the vouchers were approved by the 
inspectors, also the opinion of the Attorney General accom¬ 
panies the voucher, showing that he had the right to draw 
pay as clerk. 
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We find, upon further investigation, that Mr. A. Numray, 
while occupying the position as sergeant of the guard, at a 
salary of $400 per annum and rations, he also held for a por¬ 
tion of the time the position of superintendent of guard or 
shops, at a salary of about $200 per annum. That by refer¬ 
ence to the minutes of the board of inspectors of a meeting 
held March 10, 1873, a copy of which is hereto attached, the 
board allowed Mr. A. Nummy the sum of $350, in lieu of extra 
services and as commutation of rations (the rations valued at 
$150). We find he also held the position of commissary, at a 
salary of $180 per annum. The amount paid out for these 
extra positions and for commutation of rations, we find amount 
to the sum of $620 85. 

We find that Mr. A. Brassell drew pay as turnkey for ten 
months, from June, 1872, to April, 1873, at the rate of $300 
per annum and rations, while the testimony shows that the 
warden did not appoint him as such, cor recognize him in that 
or any other official position, but as he had performed for a 
time the duties of a turnkey, the warden expected to pay him 
for three months services. The vouchers paying him were 
not approved by the warden. In connection with this, we 
find that Ii. C. Clark drew pay for boarding Mr. A. Brassell 
for the ten months. 

There is no evidence before the committee that It. C. Clark 
held any position about the penitentiary after the 1st of 
March, 1873, when the warden, Dr. M. 6. Moore, was removed, 
yet the vouchers show that he drew pay as clerk up to 1st of 
April, 1873. 

It further appears from the evidence, that for the time that 
M. G. Moore drew pay as clerk of the penitentiary, Mr. S. 
Barnard was performing the work under agreement, employ¬ 
ing him as clerk and assistant of the warden, and received his 
pay as agreed upon when he was employed. 

It further appears that W. Ii. Willis was appointed by the 
board of inspectors to the position of clerk of the penitentiary, 
at a salary of $800 per annum; that the labor of keeping the 
books and accounts was performed by S. H. Pairo, a convict 
(though since pardoned), and that it was agreed between W. 
B. Willis and the warden to hire the time of Pairo at such 
rate of compensation as the board of inspectors should order. 
This has not been done, the board refusing to make any 
charge for the services of said Pairo. The committee do not 
approve of the course pursued in appointing a salaried clerk 
where a convict could and did do the work. 

That while W. K. Willis held the position of clerk of the 
penitentiary, and drawing the salary of the same, he was also 
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appointed by the warden aa olerk of the farm from January 1, 
1874, at a salary of $500 per annum. This amount has 
not been drawn, but is placed to his credit upon the farm 
books. 

From the evidence before your committee, it appears that 
said Pairo was permitted to have liberty outside the walls, 
and did go to the postoffice in Wetumpka for the mail, and 
that he was not required to be dressed in the usual prison 
garb. 

Your committee would call attention that they have learned 
from the warden and his clerk, that since the 1st of October 
last, nearly all the debts due by the penitentiary and farm 
have been settled by the collections of part of the labor con¬ 
tracts named in the accompanying statements of accounts, and 
from the sales of farm produce. That by the judicious man¬ 
agement of the convicts within the walls who were incapable 
of being hired out, they cultivated laud adjacent to the prison 
upon shares with the owner of the land ; the product of their 
labor was thirteen bales of cotton, as will be seen in the state¬ 
ment of the penitentiary account. 

Your committee learning that the farm which was purchased 
by the State was under mortgage, they examined Mr. Thos. 
Williams, and others; and find, upon a careful examination, 
that when the purchase was made there was, as is now, a 
mortgage hanging over about one-half the land, made by 
Thos. Williams; and we herewith attach copies of the date and 
mortgage matter as given us by the attorney of the mortgagee ; 
that Thos. Williams did not mention to the Warden, Governor 
or Attorney-General any thing about the mortgage, as he ex¬ 
pected, when the sale to the State was completed, to be then 
< able to cancel said mortgage—but owing to the stringency of 
the money market in New York, which he visited for that 
purpose, he was unable to do so; and then, for the purpose 
of securing the State against loss, and the only means left at 
his disposal, he made a transfer or assignment of $39,000 of 
the bonds to first pay off this mortgage, and after that to set¬ 
tle other debts—a copy of this transfer or assignment we 
herewith attach. We learn from the attorney of the mort¬ 
gagee, B. 8. Trappier, that the conditions of said transfer or 
assignment has been accepted by him. Your committee would 
merely state these facts, as they require legal option as to 
whether the State is safe or not. But before leaving this sub¬ 
ject, your oqmmittee wish to fully exhonorate the Warden and 
Governor from all blame, if there is any, as to tbip matter. 

Your committee would add, that if the penitentiary is to be 
continued under the management of a Warden, that the Gov- 
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ernor be requested to prepare such rules and regulations for 
the receipt and disbursement of moneys, keeping of accounts, 
hiring of convicts, <fcc.. as he may deem necessary fpr the pro¬ 
tection of the State. 

Your committee would respectfully make the following sug¬ 
gestions to the General Assembly in regard to hiring out 
State convicts, to-wit: That they may be hired out for a 
term of five years, to parties wishing to hire for that term, 
parties so hiring giving bond and security for the payment of 
said hire, payable quarterly, or every three months, thereby 
securing the State against a loss of more than three months 
hire. Parties who have been hiring State convicts to work in 
coal mines, and elsewhere, have represented to your commit¬ 
tee that they could afford to pay a higher rate for convicts 
hired for a term of three or five years, than for a shorter 
period, as the expense for providing for the security and 
comfort of the convicts was the same for one year as it was 
for five. 

In the investigation made by your committee, the Warden 
was unable to furnish the information and assistance neces¬ 
sary to a full understanding of the operations of the peniten¬ 
tiary and State farm, as set forth in his annual report. He 
states, that owing to his absence from the penitentiary at the 
time the annual report was made, rendered him nuable to give 
. the committee any information explanatory of the same. It 
is but just to the Warden, however, to state, that his long con¬ 
tinued ill-health rendered his frequent and sometimes pro¬ 
longed absence from the penitentitary a matter of necessity_ 

such absence being advised by his medical attendant. We 
would further state, that the health of Mr. Willis (the War¬ 
den) is not yet sufficiently restored, to inspire the T hope that 
he will in future be able more efficiently to serve the State in 
his present position. 

Your committee cheerfully exonerates Mr. Willis from any 
willful failure to meet the requirements of his position, and 
believe that, to the best of his ability, he has discharged the 
duties of his office. 

In regard to the management of the penitentiary and farm 
under the administration of the present incumbent, your com¬ 
mittee are constrained to say, that from personal observation 
and investigation by the committee, and from verbal state¬ 
ment of the incumbent,as well as from documentary evidence 
herewith submitted, that the management of the State prison 
and farm under the present Warden has not been profitable 
but shows a heavy loss to the State. And your committee 
are of the opinion that the interests of the State demand a 
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change in the present management of the penitentiary and 
State farm, but do not feel warranted in making any further 
suggestions than those made by the committee in regard to 
hiring out convicts; but are of the opinion, that with proper 
management and favorable seasons, the State farm could be 
made to pay a large proportion of the expenses incurred by 
the State in feeding and taking care of disabled convicts with¬ 
in the walls, and that by hiring out the greater portion of the 
able-bodied convicts on terms as suggested above, that the 
large excess of expenses over the profits of the penitentiary 
and farm„as shown by the tabular statement for the last two 
years, might be greatly reduced, and the penitentiary and 
farm be made self-sustaining if not profitable to the State. 

In regard to the statement of your committee, as to certain 
officers of the penitentiary receiving pay twice for the same 
services by clerical errors, your committee would state, that 
they do not wish to be understood as charging, or intimating, 
that said parties drawing said pay did it with a purpose of 
fraud, but are of opinion that it was the re^lt of an error on 
the part of the clerk making out said accounts. 

All of which is respectfully submitted, and your committee 
ask to be discharged.

Dear Sir :—In reply to your note of this inst., in relation 
to the account of B. C. Clark, Esq., as clerk of the peniten¬ 
tiary, I would state that section 382'J of the Revised Code, 
provides that “the compensation of the warden and other 
officers of the penitentiary, when certified by the inspectors 
and approved by the Governor, must be paid out of the State 
treasury; and by act of the General Assembly, entitled “an 
act to amend certain sections of the Revised Code, &c., ap¬ 
proved February 26, 1872, in the 7th section of said act, fixes 
the salary of the clerk of the penitentiary at $800. The ac¬ 
count being certified by the inspectors, is, therefore, a legal 
claim against the State when approved by your Excellency, 
and may be presented to the Auditor and recognized as other 
claims, as provided by the act “to fund the domestic debt of 
the State,” but no warrant can issue for the payment of the 
same until there is money in the treasury to pay it.

Mr. Harris of Dallas presented the following protest, and 
asked that it be spread upon the Journal : 

We, the undersigned members of the General Assembly, 
hereby solemnly protest against the act of the majority of this 
General Assembly in abolishing the criminal court of Dallas 
county: 

First. Because we believe that said act is in violation of 
both the letter and spirit of the constitution of our State. 

Second. Because we believe that the only reasons for the 
abolition of said court, are the color and political connection 
of the judge. 

Third. Because the judge of said court was elected by the 
people, and to legislate men out of offices to which they have 
been elected by the free choice of the people, is subversive of 
the principle of popular government, substitutes the will of 
the minority for that of the majority, and tends towards rev¬ 
olution and anarchy. 

Fourth Because we believe that the will of the people, as 
expressed at the ballot-box, cannot be defeated by the Legis¬ 
lature without danger to the liberties of the people. 

Fifth. Because we believe any interference of the Legisla¬ 
ture with the judicial department of a State, makes the judi¬ 
ciary dependent on the political complexion of the Legisla¬ 
ture.

REPORT FROM SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Clements submitted the following report: 

To the Honorable, the Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
and President of the Senate: 

The joint committee, raised under the provisions of the 
joint resolutions, to investigate into the matter of the Insane 
Hospital, beg leave to submit the following report: 

Impressed w T ith the importance of the matter confided to 
them, your committee proceeded at once to its consideration, 
and for the purpose af ascertaining the condition and capac¬ 
ity of the hospital building, caused a sub-committee to pro¬ 
ceed at once to Tuskaloosa, and make the necessary examina¬ 
tion. 

The information thus derived goes to show that the building 
was originally designed for the accommodation of two hun¬ 
dred and fifty patients, and that ample and excellent quarters 
for that number have been provided. There are, however, at 
this time, about three hunrded and fifty putients in the hos¬ 
pital—at least one hundred mote than should have been re¬ 
ceived—but the nature and character of the applications, and 
the urgent need for relief, caused the Superintendent to admit 
them. As it is, the' patients are very much crowded, but by 
means of excellent nursing, close attention, and scrupulous 
neatness in the apparel of the patients, a much more tolerable 
condition of affairs exist than any one would imagine. There 
are, in Alabama, not less than one thousand insane and idiotic 
persons for wdrorn hospital accommodations are needed. 

We find that what are termed the “worse cases” are, at 
present, in our State Institution, or have been sent to hos¬ 
pitals in other States. 
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Discriminations, in reference to patients, are avoided as 
much as possible, but those suffering with “acute and curable 
mania” are received in preference to idiots, imbeciles, and 
those who are hopelessly insane. 

The matter of providing increased accommodations received 
our careful consideration, and we found that the present build¬ 
ings could be enlarged without in any manner interfering with 
the comfort and convenience of its present arrangements; 
that the same Superintendent could manage the affairs of the 
same when enlarged, and with the assistance of additional 
assistant physicians, could discharge every duty as at present. 

Your committee find that the need for additional accommo¬ 
dations is not exaggerated in the memorial which accompa¬ 
nied the joint resolution. We find that if it be deemed.un- 
advisable to add to the present building, that an expenditure 
of ten thousand dollars will secure suitable frame buildings, 
which will answer until such time as the State may be able to 
provide better accommodations.

Whereas, Certain members of the General Assembly of 
Alabama have prepared and presented to the Congress of the 
United States a certain memorial, making the following 
charges against this General Assembly, set forth in the press 
dispatches as follows: 

“ Spencer presented a memorial of Republican members of 
the General Assembly of Alabama to the President and mem¬ 
bers of Congress, setting forth— 

1. That changes have been made by the Alabama Legisla¬ 
ture in the penal code of the State, by which a system of in¬ 
voluntary servitude and espionage for African citizens is 
sought to be inaugurated. 

2. That political legislation has been enacted by means of 
which ninety-three thousand Republican voters are practical¬ 
ly deprived of representation ; that the Republican constitu¬ 
tion is restricted, and there is a practical nullification of the 
constitutional amendments. 

They th erefore ask Congress to empower the President to 
suspend the writ of habeas corpus in certain contingencies, in 
order to preserve the peace in the Southern States ; referred 
to the committee on privileges and elections.” 

And whereas, Said charges are a libel upon the General 
Assembly of the State, and the members of the same acting 
upon their oaths, and 

Whereas, No law has been passed by the General Assem¬ 
bly by which a “ system of involuntary servitude and espion¬ 
age” for African citizens is sought to be inaugurated, but all 
penal laws that have been passed have had for their object 
the suppression of crime, which were admitted by all to exist, 
and said laws affected alike all races and were not discrimina¬ 
ting in their character, and, 

Whereas, No law has been passed that prevented any class 
of the citizens of the State from equal representation, there¬ 
fore. 

Resolved, That the memorial to Congress as set forth in the 
press dispatches of this morning, is a slander upon our State 
and this General Assembly, a gross misrepresentation of the 
facts, and liable to do great injury to the people of Alabama. 

Resolved, 2d. That a copy of these resolutions be forwarded 
to our representatives in the Congress of the United States.

The Senate bill— 

s. b. 381. To regulate elections in the State of Alabama. 

Mr. Bruce, in behalf of the minority of the special com¬ 
mittee to which the bill was referred, submitted the following 
report: 

Mr. Speaker : 

The undersigned members of the special committee, to 
whom was referred the Senate bill to be entitled an act to 
regulate elections in the State of Alabama, being unable to 
agree with the majority of the committee, beg leave to submit 
the following minority report: 

We are unable to agree to so much of the first section of 
the bill, reported by the majority of the committee, as pro¬ 
vides that the “elector shall vote in the precinct of his actual 
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residence of the county in which he resides, and not else¬ 
where,” for all offices elected by the people. 

The Constitution of the State, in article 7, section 2, pre¬ 
scribes the qualifications of an elector in these words : “Every 
male person born iu the United States, and every male per¬ 
son who has become naturalized, or who has legally declared 
his intention to become a citizen of the United States, twenty- 
one years old or upwards, who shall have resided in the State 
six months next preceding the election, and three months in 
the county in which he offers to vote, except as hereinafter 
provided, shall be deemed an elector, &c., <fec. 

Now these are the constitutional qualifications of an elector, 
and we bold that the law-making power of the State cannot 
add anything to the above named qualifications, or iu any 
way restrict the right of the elector to vote, or in other words, 
that it is not competent for the Legislature to change, modify, 
or impair this constitutional right of the citizen. (See Cooley 
on Limitations, pages tiOO, et. seq.) 

Now the Constitution makes residence in the Ftate six 
months, and in the county three months, next preceding the 
election, a test or qualification for voting, but nowhere makes 
residence in a precinct a qualification for voting. 

The proposed bill says, “he (the elector) may vote in the 
precinct of his actual residence of the county iu which he 
resides, and not elsewhere,” which certainly makes residence 
iu a precinct a qualification for voting, and thus adds to and 
prescribes another and different qualification for an elector 
from those qualifications prescribed iu article 7, section 2, of 
the constitution above cited, and, therefore, is iu violation of 
the same. 

To elucidate this point more fully, a citizen of the -State 
and county, having all the constitutional qualifications, pre¬ 
sents himself on election day, within the proper hours, and 
claims the right to vote. He is denied the right to vote be¬ 
cause the box at which he offers to vote is not iu the precinct 
of his actual residence. Again, we call attention to the 
phrase “actual residence,” as used in the bill. The signifi¬ 
cance of which is different from that of “legal residence” in 
this, that a citizen is presumed to hold one residence until he 
acquires another, but not so with actual residence. A citizen 
may have no actual residence iu any precinct in his county, 
though he may have been a resident in the State and county 
for half a century. Still he cannot vote under this bill be¬ 
cause he may follow some busiuess or occupation which re¬ 
quires him to be transient, and he may have no actual resi¬ 
dence in any one precinct in the county. 
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Again, the citizen may be absent from his precinct on the 
day of election, either on public or private business, and it 
may be impossible for him to reach his home, and though in 
the county of his actual residence, possessed of all the con¬ 
stitutional qualifications of an elector, still he is denied the 
right to vote; and this is, certainly, a restriction upon the 
right to vote, not warranted by the Constitution of the State. 

We use the word “right” when speaking of the elective 
franchise, and, in doing so, we speak advisedly, and follow the 
language of the constitution in article 1, section 30, which 
provides that the right of suffrage shall be protected by laws 
regulating elections, &c. 

It is called the right of suffrage, and this right is to be pro¬ 
tected with jealous care, while the proposed bill will operate 
to restrict the exercise of the right to vote instead of protect¬ 
ing it. 

Again, if it is competent for the Legislature to prescribe 
residence in his precinct as a qualification for voting, or to 
speak more accurately, to provide that an elector shall vote in 
the precinct of bis residence and not elsewhere, then it is 
competent for the Legislature to provide that the elector shall 
have resided in his precinct a given length of lime, say one, 
two, or three months. Such a provision would be clearly un¬ 
constitutional. 

Again, we do not agree with the majority of the committee 
as to section 34, which prescribes the mode by which voters 
may be challenged ; we do not say that there should be no 
provision for challenging persons offering to vote, but we do 
say that to allow any and every elector to challenge a voter, 
places it in the power of evil-miuded persons to hinder and 
delay elections, so that the people are prevented from voting 
iustead of protected in the right to vote. 

Without making the charge general, we aver that the 
history of Alabama, since reconstruction, shows that mode 
of challenging, provided for in this bill, has been resorted to 
in many cases to hinder and delay elections, and has too often 
been successful. We are painfully aware that we shall be 
charged with slandering the good people of the State, but the 
operations of this law, as stated by us, is nevertheless true, 
and none know the force of this truth better than those who 
complain so pathetically of the alleged slander. 

If asked for some better provisions we would refer to the 
law as it now is, which provides for the appointment of two 
challengers at each ballot-box—one from each political 
party. 
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Neither can we agree with the majority of the committee 
in the provisions of section thirty, which provides for separate 
ballot boxes and ballots for State and Federal officers. We 
fail to see any sound reason for this innovation, as it tends to 
increase in both expense and complication in elections. We 
see no reason why members of congress and presidential 
electors should not be placed on the same ticket, and the bal¬ 
lots deposited in the same boxes with State and county offi¬ 
cers. In absence of reasons given for the change, we do not 
care to elaborate, but will suggest that additional scrutiny 
and care which United States officers will give the ballot 
boxes and the people, counting and certifying of results, will 
not in our judgment tend to corrupt the ballot box, but the 
contrary, and the idea of separate ballot boxes and ballots, 
impresses our minds with apprehensions that the objeot of 
this provision is to remove the ballot boxes and the counting 
and the certifying of their contents, out of and away from the 
knowledge, scrutiny and care of United States officers, who, 
under the present law, are only joint custodians of the box 
and returns, and cannot prevent the officers appointed by the 
State authorities from the proper exercise of their duties, and 
thus one class of officers is a check upon the other, and in 
this way the purity of the ballot boxes is more certainly se¬ 
cured, which is the objefct sought by all good and honest men 
to be obtained.

REPORT FROM SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Mitchell, from special committee, made the following 

report: 


Mr. Speaker: 

The committee to which was referred the Senate bill— 
s. B. 457. To regulate the election of municipal officers in 
the city of Montgomery, 
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Have had the same under consideration, and instruct me to 
report favorably thereto. 

E. R. Mitchell, chairman. 
Mr. Cashin submitted the following minority report: 

Mr. Speaker : 

The undersigned, member oi the special committee on the 
bill to regulate municipal elections in the city of Montgomery, 
cannot agree with the majority of the committee, and begs 
leave to submit the following 

MINORITY REPORT, 


for the following reasons: 

1st. The proposed law is unnecessary, as the law at present 
regulating elections in the city of Montgomery is a good one 
in every particular. The law under which elections are now 
held, was drawn up by Hon. D. 8. Troy, and its passage was 
recommended to the legislature of 1871-2 by the democratic 
city council. 

Elections as now held in the said city are comparatively 
orderly and fair. Repeating is unknown, and but few charges 
of illegal registration were made at elections held under ex¬ 
isting law. 

Again, the proposed law will entail great expense upon the 
city, providing as it does for the appointment of an unneces¬ 
sary number of persons to act as registrars of voters, when 
one-sixth the number can do the work. Registrars in each 
ward are allowed to employ legal advice, when there is em¬ 
ployed by the city an attorney known as city attorney. 

The bill reported by the committee, provides for holding 
the election in May, 1^75, when the term of the present in¬ 
cumbents do not expire until December, ltS75. It will be seen 
that officers are elected to offices that will not be vacant until 
six months hence, and there can be no good reason for hold¬ 
ing the election at a time that is the most sickly part of the 
year. . . 

Again, section three of the bill reported by the majority of 
the committee provides that, as a qualification for votiug, an 
elector must reside in the city five mouths and ward three 
months. This section, a minority of your committee are con¬ 
strained to regard as unconstitutional; for article 7, section 2, 
of the constitution, provides that “ every male person, <fcc., 
twenty-one years old or upwards, who shall have resided in 
the State six months next preceding the election, and three 
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months in the county in which he offers to vote, except as 
hereinafter provided, shall be deemed an elector.” 

The legislature can only enact laws in accordance with the 
constitution, and it has no power to require greater restric¬ 
tions as a qualification for voting in a city, and ward of a city, 
than is required by the constitution under which the charter 
is granted. 

It will be seen under section three, that an elector must 
have resided in the city five months, and three months in the 
ioard in which he proposes to vote before the registration 
directed. This registration, under the bill, continues six days, 
so it will be seen that a greater length of time is required as 
a qualification to vote in a ward, than is required by the con¬ 
stitution to vote iu a county. 

Again, under section ten, it is proposed to form a curbstone 
court—said court is to receive other evidence than the oath 
of the challenged party, as to his qualification as an elector. 

This will give to the inspectors power of a judicial charac¬ 
ter, that can only be exercised by a court. 

Jf'or the above reasons, a minority of your committee beg 
leave to submit this adverse report.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR, 

By Mr, Vincent: 

Executive Department, 

Montgomery, Feb. 26,1875. 

Gentlemen of the General Assembly: 

I respectfully invite your attention to a defect in the exist¬ 
ing law which it seems to me requires amendment. 

The fourteenth (-14) section of the act known as the funding 
law, authorizing tax collectors, in a proper case, to allow in¬ 
terest on State obligations paid him for taxes up to the first % 

of October of each year, the law making that the time at 
which taxes become due. And for ^ie interest thus allowed, 
the collector, by provisions of the same law, is to receive a 
credit in his settlement with the Auditor, upon his complying 
with the law in that regard. These proceedings and allow¬ 
ances are based npon the fact that the tax collector was re¬ 
quired to return to the proper department of the State Gov¬ 
ernment the State obligation upon which be had allowed in- 
teiest, and for which he claimed a credit, in which case the 
interest would be cancelled by the State Treasurer, and the 
date at which the obligations were again paid out by the 
Treasurer would be stamped on the face of the obligations. 

Sued, however, is not always the case. 

In pursuance of the provisions of the act to “keep in each 
county a proportionate share of the public school money,” $ 

the Auditor is required to issue his warrant in favor of the 
county treasurer, requiring the tax collector to pay him the 
proportion of the State taxes belonging to the school funds, 
and in receiving under that warrant the State obligations upon 
which the collector has allowed interest to the tax payer, the 
county treasurer is not authorized to give the collector the 
credit for the interest to which he is entitled, I think it just 
that the county treasurer should, under proper guards and re¬ 
strictions imposed by your honorable bodies, have such au¬ 
thority. A proper account or statement of which should be 
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made by said county treasurer on his books, and a certified 
copy be sent to the auditor, and that some proper endorse¬ 
ment, or cancellation, should be made by the county treasurer 
in the presence of the probate judge upon each of the State 
obligations upon which interest had been then allowed. 

It was not intended by law that the State should pay inter¬ 
est on the obligations, issued in pursuance of its provisions, 
while they were in the hands of disbursing officers. Yet, with¬ 
out some additional provision of law, such will be the case in 
many instances. The county treasurer, as I have already 
stated, receives from the tax collector the school money, and 
pays it to the county superintendent, where it may and will 
probably remain for months before paid to teachers, but 
neither the treasurer or county superintendent having author¬ 
ity to cancel the interest, or authorize, mark or endorse these 
obligations, they will be paid to teachers by the county super¬ 
intendent, with all of the interest seemingly due upon them, 
and thus the State will have to pay interest upon them not 
only for the time they were in the hands of the tax collector, 
county treasurer and county superintendent, but, also, pay the 
interest again which has already been allowed by the tax col¬ 
lector. • 

In view of these difficulties I recommend that some officer 
be designated, whose duty it shall be to endorse or stamp all 
of said obligations, in a manner similar to the stamping re¬ 
quired of the State Treasurer, before paying them out after 
they come into the treasury, and that a proper account be 
kept, and a copy furnished the treasurer of the State.

The rejected 
ballots, if any, shall also be rolled up and labled as rejected 
ballots, and sealed as the other parcels, and all of such 
packages so rolled up, sealed and labled together with one 
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poll list, which shall also be securely sealed up, shall be re¬ 
turned to and securely fastened up in the box from which 
such ballots were taken and counted, and which shall also be 
sealed and labled, so as to show the nature of its contents, 
and shall be kept by one of the inspectors for sixty days, and 
then the packages taken out of such box without opening or 
unsealing the packages, and destroyed, unless within that 
time the inspector having them in custody is notified that the 
election of some officer for which the election was held, will 
be contested, in which case he must preserve the box, con¬ 
taining the ballots cast for such contestant, until such con¬ 
test is finally determined, or until such box is demanded by 
some other legally constituted custodian, during such con¬ 
test and in case there are not enough original poll lists, to put 
one in each ballot box as herein provided in such case, a cer¬ 
tified copy of the original poll list, shall be made out by one 
of the clerks, and certified by the inspectors, and deposited 
in the box as herein required to be done with the original. 

The amendment was adopted.

REPOBT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Grant, from special committee, made the following re¬ 
port : 

Mr. Speaker: 

Your committee, appointed to investigate charges preferred 
against W. D. Gaskins, sitting member from Lowndes county, 
by Jacob Pepperman, tax assessor of said county, beg leave 
to report that they have carefully examined many witnesses 
touching the matter, and given the whole subject the fullest 
and most patient investigation, and that they find said charges 
substantially true. From the evidence, it appears to the sat¬ 
isfaction of your committee, that while a bill to consolidate 
the offices of tax assessor and sheriff for the county of Hale, 
was pending in the House, W. D. Gaskin, a member of the 
House from Lowndes county, offered to amend by adding the 
county of Lowndes to the bill* that Jacob Pepperman was 
then and now is the tax assessor of Lowndes county, and that 
said Gaskin clainfed that Pepperman was indebted to him in 
about the sum of three hundred dollars. 

We further find that the said Gaskin offered to withdraw 
his amendment if said Pepperman would pay him one hundred 
and fifty dollars in cash and give him an order on one Arm- 
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sfcroDg, the tax collector of Lowndes county for the balance, 
and that the object of Gaskin in offering said amendment was 
to compel said Pepperman, under fear of losing his office of 
assessor, to pay him three hundred dollars. 

Without entering into the question of the actual indebted¬ 
ness of Pepperman, or the amount of it, your committee find 
the conduct of said Gaskin in that matter was a corrupt use 
of the powers of bis office inconsistent with his oath of office 
and his duties, and degrading to the character and dignity of 
the House. Inasmuch as the resolutions under which your 
committee have acted do not contemplate any recommenda¬ 
tion on their part, your committee submit the above facts and 
leave the House to take such action in the premises as it may 
deem best.

Strike out the word “March,” in the 
fifth line of section one, and insert “April v ” 

Sixth amendmeut. Amend section two by adding the word 
“required” after the word “authorized” in the fifth line. 

Seveuth amendment. Substitute the following for section 
three: Be it further enacted. That each elector, desiring to 
vote, must register his name, by writing the same in his own 
proper hand on the registry list, kept for that purpose, and 
in the precinct or ward where he resides, and in no other; 
and in case said elector be not able to write his name he shall 
make his mark, which must be attested, in every instance, by 
one of the registrars, who shall write, also, opposite to such 
electors name on the list, his place of residence and his em¬ 
ployment, and if he is in the employment of another, the 
name, also, of such employer, and if the elector resides in a 
town or city, the street and number or other mark or descrip¬ 
tion by which his place of residence may be identified.

REPORT FROM SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Hamilton made the following report: 

Senate Chamber, Alabama, 
Montgomery, March 13,1875. 

Mr. President: 

The joint committee appointed to examine the offices of 
the auditor and State treasurer, in pursuance to section forty 
of the Revised Code of Alabama, having examined the 
accounts and vochers of such officers as to the moneys receiv¬ 
ed into and paid out of the treasury, during the preceding 


fiscal year, on warrants drawn by the auditor during that 
period, compared the warrants drawn by the auditor with 
the several laws by authority of which they purport to be 
drawn, examined into the other accounts and books of such 
offices, and counted the money on hand at the time of 
making such examination, respectfully submit the following 
report: 

There was paid into the treasury from all sources, for the 
year ending September 30th, 1874, the sum of one million 
eight hundred and seventy thousand five hundred and fifty- 
seven dollars and twenty-four cents. During the same period 
there was paid out upon warrants drawn by the auditor, the 
sum of one million one hundred and twenty-five thousand 
sixteen dollars and twenty-five cents. 

An examination and comparison of the warrants drawn 
by the auditor upon the treasury with the law under which 
they purport to have been drawn, show that that officer has 
complied with the law regulatiug the department over which 
he has charge, in the matter of drawing warrants, except in 
the matter of three certain warrants drawn in favor of the 
Governor for the payment of interest on the bonded debt, and 
in this we are informed that it is the universal custom of the 
auditor to draw warrants for said purpose upon the requisi¬ 
tion of the Governor alone. Reference will be hereinafter 
made to the action of Governor Lewis in this matter. 

The books in the auditor’s office are well and neatly kept, 
and the accounts and vouchers bo arranged as to be easily 
referred to, whenever occasion requires a reference thereto. 

The auditor and his clerks seemed willing and anxious to 
lend your committee all necessary assistance in the investiga¬ 
tion, for which and for their general kindly conduct towards 
them, the committee hereby return their thanks. 

From information obtained from the present State treas¬ 
urer, and an examination of his office, we are able to furnish 
the following statement from him, to-wit:

The books in the treasurer’s office appear to have been well 
and neatly kept, but in this connection it may not be amis^ to 
call attention to the fact, that the entries in the books do not 
show the date upon which sums of money are paid out of the 
treasury, hence the treasurer caunot tell from his books the 
amount of money paid out within a given period. 

Thanks are hereby returned to the treasurer and his clerks 
for kindness shown the committee. 

As reference has already been made to the drawing of cer¬ 
tain warrants, we now respectfully call attention to that mat¬ 
ter, as a transaction of some magnitude, for which we have 
been unable to find auy authority of law, and have therefore 
extended our investigation beyond what we otherwise would. 

During the last fiscal year three warrants were drawn by 
the auditor in favor of Governor D. P. Lewis for the ostensi¬ 
ble purpose of paying interest on the bonded debt, to-wit: 
No. 3067, for $228,000 ; No. 3068, for $221,180, and No. 3070, 
for $35,346.76, amounting in the aggregate to the sum of 
$484,346.76. After a careful examination, we have found no 
evidence that this large sum of money was appropriated to 
the object for which it is reported by the auditor to have been 
drawn. 

There are no coupons or other evidence of such payment 
to be found in the treasurer’s office. The treasurer, in his 
last report, states on page four, that there is an item of 
$484,346.76, in the disbursements for the fiscal year of 1873-4, 
which was paid on a debt contracted by Gov, Lindsay for 
money borrowed to pay interest on the bonded debt, but he 
does not say to whom it was paid, nor at what time. 

During the administration of Gov. Lindsay, Messrs. Dun¬ 
can, Sherman & Co., of New York, acted as financial agents 
of the State, and it appears from a statement of Arthur 
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Bingham, Treasurer, communicated by Governor Lewis to the 
Senate on the 26th November, 1873, that the State was in¬ 
debted to Duncan, Sherman & Co. in t&e snm of $441,733.50, 
which is alleged to have been oeated by Governor Lindsay, 
li e presume this is the debt referred to as having been paid 
during the fiscal year 1873-4, but it was paid in part by the 
sale of $260,060 of the bonds issued in 1873.—See page 6 
of Treasurer s communication to Governor Lewis in message 
of the Governor of 26th November, 1873. On page 7, of 
same message, the indebtedness of the State to Duncan, Sher¬ 
man & Co., is stated to be $243,297.31, which, including in¬ 
terest which had accrued, was settled by the note of the State, 
executed by Governor Lewis, for $227,203.15, now past due 
and unpaid, and by the payment of $25,150 in cash to secure 
the payment of the note for $227,203.15, Governor Lewis 
hypothecated $228,000 of the obligations of the State, issued 
under the funding act. Thus we trace the use which was 
made of the sum of $253,150 of the sum of $484,346.76 
drawn to pay interest on the bonded debt. 

The evidence before the committee connects with the $484,- 
346.76 another transaction not warranted by law. On page 
4 of the last report of the Auditor, he states that the bonded 
debt has been reduced bv retiring $260,000 formerly hypoth¬ 
ecated with and held by Duncan, Sherman & Co. The com¬ 
mittee do not find any record of this purchase more definite 
than the statement contained in the Auditor’s report, but 
there is other evidence, which, although not conclusive, 
clearly indicates that the bonds were purchased at 60 cents 
on the dollar, and were paid for in funding obligations at par 
making the cost of the bonds $156,000.00. 

From the foregoing it appears that of the $484,346.76 
drawn for the ostensible purpose of paying interest on the 
bonded debt, no part of it was legitimately used; and the 
sum of $(5,196.76 has not been accounted for in any message 
of the late Governor, or in any report of the Auditor or 
Treasurer. We condense this transaction as follows: 

1st. Money was drawn from the treasury for the ostensible 
purpose of paying interest on the bonded debt, and was 
otherwise used. 

2nd. Bonds were purchased without authority of law. 

3rd. Funding obligations were used in purchasing bonds in 
violation of the act under which they were issued. 

4th. The sum of $75,196.76 was used in some way not dis¬ 
closed by the records and papers in the Treasurer’s oflice, in 
which vouchers and papers for disbursements ought to be 
filed. 
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Your committee feel constrained to call attention to the 
fact that during the last fiscal year a very large and unreason¬ 
able amount of money was paid for stationery. An examin¬ 
ation of the itemized statement of the stationery purchased 
in New York, disclosed to your committee the startling fact 
that a very large number, if not all the articles, were pur¬ 
chased at prices from two to three times as large as those at 
which the same articles could have been purchased in Mont¬ 
gomery at retail prices. 

We find that of the contingent fund, there was used the 
sum of $18,649.19, a part of which was used as follows: 
Arthur Bingham, Treasurer, expenses incurred in 

visiting Mobile and New York in 1874.$1,200 00 

C. J. Atkinson, expenses incurred in distributing 

“overflowed bacon”. 1,600 00 

Gov. D. P. Lewis, services visiting New York and 

selling road and land of A. & C. R. R. 800 00 

A considerable number of other items are, to your com¬ 
mittee, equally as unreasonable as those aforesaid, all of 
which will more fully appear by examining Auditor’s report 
for 1874.

MES8AGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

Executive Department, 
Montgomery, March 20th, 1876. 

Gentlemen of the General Assembly : 

From an examination of the legislative proceedings on yes¬ 
terday, I find that the bill suspending the census law, and 
bill requiring the treasurer to mark pr stamp out the interest 
on funding obligations for the next succeeding period for pay- 
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ing interest on them before be pays them out, have not passed 
the two Houses. Taking the census, in my judgment, has 
been rendered unnecessary by the bill for a call of a State 
convention. In the event a convention shall frame a proper 
constitution it may and will at the same time, apportion the 
the representation in the Senate and House of ItepreseDta- 
tives—such has heretofore been the practice iu this State. 
Besides, the census, if taken, will not be ready for the conven¬ 
tion, and the cost of its taking will be, as I think, an unnec¬ 
essary expenditure of money, while the amount thus saved, 
if the law shall be suspended, will defray most, if not all the 
expense of the convention. 

The bill referred to in relation to interest on funding obli¬ 
gations would save to the State several thousand dollars, and 
to no extent injure those obligations—it would only apply to 
such of them as come into and are paid out of the treasury 
of the State—would not deface the bills, and I feel confident it 
would be a saving to the State and the people, which is much 
needed by both. You will observe that the bill does not in 
any way interfere with such obligations as are or may be 
held by parties as an investment for the interest. On the 
contrary, it enables the State to more certainly meet and pay 
interest on those so held. It is or should be the desire of all 
to encourage and protect, as far as practicable, investments 
made in those obligations, and by stamping out interest as 
proposed in the bill referred to, it may, and I think will, dis¬ 
pose holders of them who can do so, to retain them as a per¬ 
manent investment for the interest, knowing that they can 
make no investment in bonds or stocks more safe or advanta¬ 
geous.
